They had stopped at Sel- 
ling's landing and were only twenty 
feet away when the engine back-fired. 
The gasoline caught fire and exploded

Defenders of Liege Drive Back Enemy 
Who Attempt to Cross River Meuse 
' Into French Territory

Brussels, August 6, 5 a. m. —German 
troops which attempted to cross the 
river Meuse near Liege yesterday met 
a severe reverse at the hands of the 
Belgian forces. , 

The Germans attempted to cross the 
river on a pontoon bridge, but a sharp 
broadside by the batteries of the forts 
destroyed the bridge as soon as it was 
completed. 

Eight hundred wounded Germans are 
being transferred to the city of Liege, 
where they will be cared for. The 
number killed is not certain, but is 
known to have been large. 

The Belgian forts resisted the ad 
vance fiercely and did not suffer- One 
Belgian squadron .attack drove back 
six German squadrons. 

Prior to the attack on Liege Gen. von 
Emmich, commanding the German 
army of the Meuse, issued a proclama- 
tion calling for an open road through 
Belgium for the advance of his forces 
and suggesting, that prudence would 
show it to be the duty of the Belgian 
people to accede to this, in order to 
avoid the horrors of war 

His demand was promptly refused by 
the Belgian military authorities. 

This information is contained in an 
official statement from the Belgian war 
office, which saidjthe fighting had" been 
fierce. 

'*The Germans," the announcement 
says, '.'were driven back by an. attack 
made by a Belgian mixed brigade which 
already had earned for itself the highest 
honors.

The work of putting in hard roads in 
various parts of Lake county is being 
held up as a result of the restrictions in 
the new Tice Good Roads law, accord- 
ing to Charles gussell, county superin- 
tendent of good roads. 

In the past it has been the custom 
for different townships to spread a spec- 
ial gravel tax which was usually divid- 
ed equally between the three road com- 
missioners in each township. Each 
commissioner then was authorized to 
go ahead and spend "the money in a 
judicious manner in the putting in of 
hard gravel roads. This special tax 
which could not be larger than $1 on 
the $100 valuation for each year. This 
taxmsually was spread over a period of 
from three to five'years and in antici- 
pation of- it the commissioners usually 
expended the money in advance. 

This plan is changed under the Tice 
law for it is now provided that all work 
must be done by contract. Assuming 

that a township were to raise $2,000 a 
year for hard roads purposes this would 
give about $700 to each of the three 
commissioners to expend. It is now 
necessary to advertise for bids and it is 
difficult to get the large contractors to 
bid on such small contracts* 

There is still another difficulty. Many 
of the townships have already spent in 
anticipation the money that orcjinarily 
would have been 'available this year 
and have none left to go ahead with the 
work. 

Mr. Russell is very anxious that the 
county should take an interest tn the 
building of roads and supervise the 
work instead of leaving it up to the in- 
dividual townships. He thinks the 
results would be more satisfactory. 

Likewise he is in favor of all work oh 
roads being done in n systematic man- 
ner. Instead of having the farmers 
get out after harvest time and dump 
gravel on the roads in a hit and miss 
style he would have the work done 
under direct supervision.

Washington, Aug. 4. — An Increase of 
certain freight rates by tho railroads 
between tho Mississippi and Buffalo 
and Pittsburgh Is allowed by tho In- 
terstate commerce commission In Its 
decision made public on Saturday. 
This Is known as Central Freight asso- 
ciation territory. - 

Tho fivo per cent Increase of charges 
asked by the railroad eaet of Buffalo 
and Pittsburgh In trunk line territory 
and Now England torritory Is disal- 
lowed. 

No Increases were granted on lake 
and rail rates. 

All class rates within tho Central 
Freight association territory were ad- 
vanced five per cent. Commodity 
rates got a liko advance, excepting 
coal,, coko, brick, tile, clay, starch, ce- 
ment, Iron ore and plaster. 

The commodities upon which no ad- 
vances wore allowed compose approx- 
imately 35 per cent of tho total vol- 
ume of trafflc In tho Central territory. 

Tho new rates aro expected to In- 
creaso tho Incomes of tho railroads 
approximately 1& per cent. All tho 
principal cast and west systems will 
benflt by the IncreaBee, as their 
lines traverse tho territory affected. 

Commissioners McChord and Dan- 
iels at tho last moment gave a dis- 
senting opinion. 

Commissioner McChord held no dif- 
ference should have been mado be- 
tween the territories east and west of 
Pittsburgh and Duff alo. Commission-

Kaiser Orders Hostilities With Russia to Begin and the Entire 

German Army Is Practically Mobilized, Ready to Take the 

Field Against All Enemies. 



France Invades Germany With a Force of 75,000 Men— Great 
Britain Resolved to Stand Firmly by France and Belgium 
—Neutrality of Latter Country Is Threatened. 



Berlin, Aug. 3.— Germany has do- 
clared war on Russia. At 5:15 o'clock 
Saturailay evening, after tho formal 
declaration of war had been presented 
to the Russian government In St. Pe- 
tersburg, Emperor William signed an 
order mobilizing the German army. 



French Invasion of Germany. 

London, Aug. 4. — France has In- 
vaded Germany with 75,000 soldiers 
from the garrison at Belfort — tho 
furthest eouth of the lino. of French 
forts that faces Germany — and the 
body has pursued n troop of fleeing 
Germans Into Alsace, near Alt Muen- 
sterol. According to the latest reports 
the Germans have a largo body of men, 
and tho retreat of the advance guard 
Is merely a ruse to lead the French 
Into battle. 

Britain's Position Defined. 

Violation by Germany of tho neu- 
trality of Belgium, after being warned 
by both Belgium and England that It 
would not bo tolerated, brought a 
crisis In England. Then, when France 
appealed to England to know whether 




nro reported to havo aleo Invaded 
Austria In tho direction of Lemborg, 
employing thoir Kiev army corps. 

The first rovorso at sea has beon 
suffered by a part of the Russian fleet 
near the Aland group of Islands in tho 
Gulf of Bothnia from where they re- 
treated either to Roval or Helslngfors, 
Russian ports In tho Gulf of Finland. 
Other Russian chips are supposed to 
bo near tho Belt of Fehmarn, between 
Fehmarn and Laaland islands (Den- 
mark) where they are being watched 
by a German squadron. 

Lull In Servla. 

Tho Austro-Servlan conflict Is, for 
tho time being, relegated to tho back- 
ground, and nothing of vital Interest 
has happened In that war region.- It 
seems that Austria Is relaxing some* 
what there In view of the greater dan- 
ger from tho Russian invasion. At 
least, tho removal of a etrong force 
from Semlln, probably to a point on 
tho Russian frontier, points In this di- 
rection. 

Montenegro has definitely decided 
to aid Servla in its strugglo against 
Austria and is supposed to havo sent 
10,000 troops Into Servian territory, 
while Montenegrin guns on Mount 
Lovchen are said to threaten the Bay 
of Cattaro.

— From an au- 
thorltatlvo source It was learned that 
President Wilson was strongly disin- 
clined to take any steps toward media- 
tion in Europe, and, in line with tho 
traditional policy of tho United States, 
would pursue a course of absolute non- 
interference. 



Britain Calls Her Sons In America. 
New York, Aug. 3. — Acting Consul 
Genoral Nosworby of England recolved 
instructions to call out tho BrltiBh 
army and navy reservists In America. 
Many of the resrvlBts are ready to sail 
at once. 



German Mobilization Begun. 

London, Aug. 3. — Events in tho Eu- 
ropean crisis developed with startling 
rapidity. Tho German ultimatum to 
Russia demanding that Russia cease 
mobilization of its army expired at 
noon Saturday, and three, hours later 
the German emperor signed a mobili- 
zation order. 

Tho samo evening the German am- 
bassador at St. Petersburg, Count von 
Pourtales, delivered a" declaration of 
war In the name of his government to 
the Russian government and tho entire 
staff of tho embassy Immediately left 
SL Petersburg. 



• Servla In the Background. 

London, Aug. 3. — From the Russo- 
Gorman frontier como reports that 
Russians invaded Germany near 
Schwinden. 

Servla, the original cause of the up- 
heaval, seems to have been almost lost 
sight of. The AuBtrlans, according to 
reports from Nlsh, havo virtually 
ceased operations against Servla In or- 



France Rushes to Arms. 

Paris, Aug. 3. — Franco has ordered 
the mobilization of its entire army. 
Tho official decree commanded that 
tho movement bo completed within 
twelve hours. 

Tho response to the order of mobili- 
zation was instant and the stations of 
all tho railways, particularly those 
leading to the eastward, were crowded 
with departing reservists. 



Emperor William. 

Bho might expect that aid which their 
treaty provided. Lord Grey gave tho 
assurance that England would live up 
to her egreement, and stand firmly by 
France and Belgium. 

Break Over Belgium. 
The great, overshadowing events of 
the world-drama which havo been 
staged in this city are these: 

Germany demanded that Belgium 
grant within twelvo hours, permission 
to pass German troops through Bel- 
gium, threatening war if refused. 

Belgium sent a passionate appeal to 
England to help her preserve her In- 
tegrity, which England had guaran- 
teed by treaty. 

On the strength of England's reply, 
Belgium bluntly refused the request of 
Germany. 

Britain Behind Belgium. 
Germany then approached England 
directly, and asked If England would 
consent to German Invasion of Bel- 
gium on the agreement that, at the 
close of war, Belgium should be as- 
sured of her Independence and dam- 
ages. . . 

England curtly replied that she had 
guaranteed Belgium integrity and that 
England cannot barter either her in- 
terests or her obligations. Z 
Pledges Aid to France. 
From France carao an appeal, ask- 
ing to know at once whether England 
will stand by her against Germany, 
und Sir Edward Grey, the British for- 
eign secretary, replied that If a Ger- 
man fleet cornea Into the North sea 
or tho English channel to undertake 
hostile operations against the French 
lieet or tho French coast. England will 
give all the protection In her power. 

Immediately on announcement of 
this policy King George signed an 
order for tho complete mobilization of 
the entire British army. 

Fighting on Russian Frontier. 
At the eastern end of the war area, 
matters look somewhat clearer than 
la the west. Russian troops have in- 
vaded Germany at several places, 
aotably at Schwinden, the small skirm- 
ishes have taken place In that neigh- 
borhood and near Johannesburg, east- 
ern Prussian. On the other band the 
Germans have taken the Russian fron- 
tier town of Kallsz, probably, to pre- 
vent advance on Posen; The Russians 



AUSTRIA IN A BAD PLIGHT 

Country Has Not Recovered, In a 
* Business .Way, From Effects of 
- Balkan Struggle. 

- "Lastyear was one of surprises and 
disappointments lrTAustrla-Hungary," 
writes Consul-General Denby in Vien- 
na.

Washington, Aug. 3.— Germany, 
Great Britain and Franco havo formal- 
ly asked the United States to take 
charge of their embassies throughout 
tho theater of hostilities. Tho United 
States will act for tho powers involved 
and American ambassadors and minis- 
ters abroad are being instructed. 



Italy Deserts Triple Alliance. 

Rome, Aug. a. — It was announced 
here that Italy will remain neutral In 
the European conflict. 

A dispatch from this city to London 
telling of Italy's notification to Ger- 
many of neutrality says: "It is authori- 
tatively announced that the Marquis Dl 
San Gluliano, 'Italian foreign minister, 
has informed the German ambassador 
at Rome that Italy will remain neutral, 
its obligations under the triple alliance 
treaty applying only to a defensive 
war. Italy, therefore, considers Itself 
released from its engagements, the war 
waged by Austria-Hungary, supported 
by Germany, being essentially an of- 
fensive war."

That was in the fourteenth century, 
under the mighty Dushan. 

Explains Austria's Action. 
Servla is no/v a poor, wretched little 
peasant kingdom— not half as big as 
llllnola in size, with less i>cople than 
the city of New York. 

And now tho house of Hapsburg 

would wipe little Servla off the map! 

Even though the process involve 

more lives and money than any war 

of any time! 

That Is tho life. You or I in tho 
house of Hapsburg-s shoes would do 
the same thing. It Is the law of exist- 
ence Nature works today as In the 
stone ago or when saber-toothed tiger 
fought with mastodon. 

Why does Austrin-Hungnry, tho Dual 
Monarchy, want poon. peasant Servla? 
Hasn't the Dual Monarchy, with Its in- 
ternal babel of confusion, enough 
trouble already? 

Why Others Are Interested. 
Suppose the Dual Monarchy does 
Vant Servla, what Is It to Russia? 

Suppose Russia does object, what Is 
It to Germany? Suppose Germany ob- 
ject's to Russia's objecting, what busi- 
ness Is It of France— or of England? 
Supremacy.^ 
Balance of .power. 
Human nature. 
Life. 

I propose to analyze this whole situ* 
atlon. And right here lot us clearly 
recognize tho fact— two facts: 

The contest Is not economic but psy- 
chological In its fundamental nature; 
psychologic laws are not ccomonlc 
law's. . - 

To put It another way, the deBlrcs 
which lead to action In enstern Eu- 
rope are not based on Christian eth- 
ics or rational procedure, but on cer- 
tain thoughts. 

Tiling are what we thlnk'they are; 
and ('.linking depends on tho point of 
vUv. 

Illustrating the Point. 
Pan-Germanism vs. Pan-Slavism. If 
vre understand this, we have traveled 
far. First, let me give an illuminat- 
ing Illustration:- 

In Prague, an important city of Aus- 
tria, I was warned that I would got 
along much better in shops and other- 
wise if 1 employed English first. Of 
course English Is not generally under- 
stood In that city, but German Is. We 
naturally think of German as the lan- 
guage of Austria, and proud as the 
ancient capital of Bohemia was once, 
to all intents and purposes a German 
city, she now tries to forget, and won't 
talk German If she can possibly help It. 
Pan means united, all; tho term pan- 
Germanism stauds for a movement 
which seeks the common welfare of 
the Germanic peoples of Europe at the 
expense of pan-Slavism or common 
weal of Slavs. 

Becomes Question of Tongues, 
. Before we can understand the sig- 
nificance of tlieso two movements we 
must consider the question of the "Na- 
tionals," or -the "Races," as It la some- 
times called. 

In fact, this' Is not a question either 
of nations or of races, but of tongues. 
The classification: of mankind, by 
tongues is ancient and fundamental. 



than that of any othor country In Eu- 
rope. The number of unemployed 
grew largo and savings were with- 
drawn from the banks for dally sup- 
port.

Broadly speaking, all European lan- 
guages belong to tho Aryan group. 
The most Important exception Is tho 
Magyar, a dialect of the samo lan- 
guage spokeu by Turks aud # Finns. 
How Divided by Language. 
Of tho Aryan tongues there are three 
great general divisions In Europe— Ro- 
mance, Teutonic, Slavic. Wo are in- 
terested only In the latter two. And 
of the Teutonic German Is spoken by 
SO.OOO.OOO, of which 10,000,000 are in 
Austria and 2,000,000 in Hungary. 

Thero nro 140.000,000 Slavs in Eu- 
rope. 

From this It appears that the pres- 
ent political boundaries nro not coter- 
minous with linguistic groups. 

Right here in this fact wo have tho 
seeds of present and future troublo 
and a clue to the causes of most of 
the wars in eastern Europe through 
2,000 years. 

Slav Situation in Europe, 
fo got before us tho full signifi- 
cance of tho fact suggested by the 
mnp let us consider the linguistic com- 
plexion of these countries. 

Russia is a veritable hodgepodge of 
tongues, but of her Slav population 
alone we have at least two distinct 
elements today bitterly opppscd to 
each other with the possibility. If not 
the probability, of a third, which will 
seek recognition. 

As ngainst Russians proper thero 
aro over 10,000,000 Poles, and of tho 
remaining Slavs there are 8,000,000 
Ruthenlans, op- Littlo or White Rus- 
sians, as they aro sometimes called. 
Of tho general Polish situation 1 shall 
speak later. 

In Germany there arc over 3,000,000 
Slavs, chiefly Polish. 

Of Austria's 30,000,000 
"only^bout n > thjrjl4g*t?erman. the re- 
mainder being Slav, of which there aro 
over 6,000,000 Czechs or Bohemians, 
5,000,000 Poles, 3,600,000 Ruthenlans. 
and a million and a quarter Slovenes. 
Many Tongues In Hungary. 
Hungary is even more diversified 
in tongue. The Magyar element 
(10,000,000) is equaled by the non- 
Magyar made up roughly of 2,000,000 
Germans, 2,000,000 Slovaks, one-half 
a Million Ruthenes, 3,000,000 Serbo- 
Croates, all of tho Slavonic tongue, 
and about 3.000,000 Roumanians who 
do not speak Slav at all, but a Ro- 
mance language. 

Wo need not hero consider the lin- 
guistic affinities of the Balkan states. 
It !b enough to say that Servla Is pure- 
ly Servian and Slav, Bulgaria Is Bui-' 
gar and Slav (though tho basis of 
blood of Bulgars is, like that oMhe 
Magyar, Asiatic). 

The population of Montenegro, about 
half a million, are Slavs of the Ser- 
vian branch. Roumanians are of 
mixed origin, but tho Roumanian 
tongue Is spoken by 12,000,000 people, 
of which five and a half million are 
In Rou mania (92 per cent of Ita total 
population), tho remaining millions 
are found in tho Dual Monarchy, Ser- 
vla, Bulgaria and Russia. 

People Develop Languages. 

Millions of- people today speak Pol- 
ish whose ancestors a few generations 
ago weren't conscious of the fact. that 
they spoke any language at all. To- 
day thero la a Slavonic literature; 
60 years ago no one even thought of 
such a thing. The* millions of Bohe- 
mians had become almost entirely Ger- 
mans, and never before have they 
been so thoroughly Slavonic as, today. 

Bohemian hostility to Gennauy haB 
been called a passion. It was not so 
very long ago that tho language of 
the Hungarian parliament was Latin; 
Magyar wbb held fit only for peasant 
talk. Today the bitterness between 



Magyar and Slav Is as strong as be- 
tween German and Polo. 

A few years ago thero was no con- 
sciousness In Gallcia of linguistic dis- 
tinction between Poles and Ruthe- 
nlnns; Ruthenlan peasants were con- 
tent to remain serfs of PollBh nobility. 
There wbb no Ruthenlan literature; 
Ruthenlan waa not a pollto language. — 
Today there aro distinguished scholars 
who seek to found a Ruthenlan univer- 
sity. 

Rouaea National Spirit. 

And this brings us to a strnuge and 
Interesting phenomenon that has 
swept across Europe, now oven around 
the world, In tho last half century; 
tho rlso of a linguistic consciousness, - 
which In so many Instances has sought 
expression In statehood. 

Primitive man knew his enemy as 
one of strange tongue, and langungo 
was tho basis of social organization. 

That was tho condition In Europo • 
till Greece, und later Rome, began tho

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98 ROADS ARE INVOLVED 



Wilson Wrltea Letter to Chlefo and 
Tells Them Threatened Walk- 
out Would Be, Calamity 
to Nation. 



^SERVIAN CAPITAL BOMBARDED BY AUSTRIANS 
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WAR SCENES AT TRIESTE, AUSTRIA'S ONLY SEAPORT 
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Washington, Aug. C— Railroad man- 
agera representing the 98 roads wcat 
of Chicago have acceded to tho plea 
of President Wilson that they arbi- 
trate tho wage difficulty tflth tho 55,- 
000 -engineers and firemen of their 
HneB. This means, according to state- 
ment mado public by tho englnemen, 
a few dnys ago, that the strike set for 
August 7, and which would have tied 
up transportation throughout tho west 
and northwest, Is called off. Tho strike 
would have affected all service north, 
west and south of Chicago, as well as 
all suburban service In tho city. 

Ileforo tho rail heads and the repre- 
sentatives of the employs left Chi- 
cago Inst Friday for Washington at the 
invitation or the president to confer 
with him In a last effort to bring about 
a peaceful settlement, W. S. Stone, 
chief engineer of fho Urotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, and W. S. Car- 
ter, president of the Urotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen and Englnemen, 
Issued n statement declaring that the 
men wero ready to accept the plan pro- 
posed by the federal board of medi- 
ation for arbitration. 

They then issued their ultimatum. 
Unless tho managers agreed to accept 
the plans set forth by the federal 
board before August 7, engineers and 
ilremon on all roads affected by the 
controversy would be called out at 
noon of that date. 

On Saturday President Wilson made 
an appeal to tho rail. heads, pleading 
for reconsideration of their attitude 
toward the mediators* proposals, citing 
the terrible conditions which, In the 
face of the European situation, must 
prevail wero transportation through- 
out tho West brought to n standstill 
and the moving of crops mado Impos- 
sible. 

On Sunday night tho president dis- 
patched n letter to the mapagers, who 
had been In almost continuous session, 
reiterating and emphasizing his plea. 
In part this letter reads: 

"In view of the world-wide condi- 
tions, unparalleled In recent history, 
which have arisen within the last few 
days, It Is obvious that tho suspension 
of business on roads serving more 
than half the territory of the United 
States would be a calamity of Incal- 
culable magnitude. Tho situation, has 
reached a criBls which hardly permits 
a full consideration of the merits of 
the controversy, and I feel that in tho 
circumstances I can appeal with confi- 
dence to your patriotism und to your 
regard for public welfare to make 
whatever sacrifice Is necessary to 
avert a national disaster." 

On Monday A. W. Trenholm. chair- 
man of tho board of managers, handed 
to tho president personally tho em- 
ployers' reply. It stated that under 
ordinary circumstances they should 
feel that their Interests demanded dif- 
ferent plans for mediation, but in ac- 
cordance with the appeal nn.l the con- 
dition which had arisen they would 
walvo discussion ofmerlts. 

"In view, therefore, of tho situation, 
as you have presented It, and of your 
appeal to our patriotism and to our re- 
gard for public, welfare, wo beg to ex- 
press lo you 'herewith our acceptance 
.of tho plan of arbitration proposed." 
read the managers' answer. 
. Tho federal board of mediation was 
Immediately notified, which In turn 
notified the representatives of tho en- 
glnemen, and preparations for tho ap- 
pointment of a board of arbitration 
will be mado, under tho terms of the 
Newlands act.
